FATHATAIN are Two Strokes (Two Fathahs) 
above a letter. It sounds like the 'un' in Bun. Fathatain 
occurs only at the end of a word and always has an 

Alif after it.

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KASRATAIN are Two Strokes (Two Kasrahs) 
below a letter. It sounds like the 'in' in Bin. Kasratain 
occurs only at the end of a word.

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DHAMMATAIN are two inverted commas 

(Two Dhammahs) above a letter. 
It sounds as the "un" in Running. 
Dhammatain occurs only at the end of a word.

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SUKOON is also known as JAZM. 
A Sukoon is like a small crescent appearing on top of 
a letter. It is used to join letters.

If a FATHAH appears before YAA SAAKIN, It will be 
known as YAA LEEN. It is pronounced like the 'ai' 
sound in the word 'straight' and will be read quickly 

and swiftly.

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The Three letters of Madd are: 

ALIF preceded by FATHAH 
WAAW preceded by DHAMMAH 
YAA preceded by KASRAH 



If the letter ALIF is after a FATHAH, 

the ALIF will be stretched and 
pronounced like 'a' in the word Father. 
An ERECT FATHAH is also pronounced 
like ALIF MADDAH
